—With Germany's 
second 


big offensive in its third day 
and the war against Rus- 
sia in its fourth week, the 
Red Army declared today 
that it was holding the,main 
front positions without im- 
portant change and actually belit- 
tled the German drive. 


"Throughout the night of July 
13-14 no large scale fighting took 
place," said the morning' commu- 
nique, "and no significant changes 
in the positions of the troops oc- 
curred." 


Thus, the Red army indicated 
that the Germans had halted the 
heavy 
around-the-clock 
attacks 


which marked the first stages of 
tho invasion. 
It appeared that 
tho Germans were using their full 
force by day and mostly resting 
at night now that the period of 
the white nights are ending and 
nights of real darkness are set- 
ting in. 


During the first offensive, when 
light never 
really left the sky, 


the Germans fought on a 24-hour 
schedule.

inces—the Baltic states and the 
Polish buffer zone. 


In the new offensive which be- 
gan Saturday Pskov, Vitebsk and 
Novograd Volynski ' remained as

MAJOR GENERAL SWIFT STILL 


BELIEVES THERE IS PLACE IN 
MODERN WAR HORSE CAVALRY

FORT BLISS, Texas, July 14.— 


{IP)—His division ready to enow its 
toughness and preparedness on the 
burning desert in Texas and New 
Mexico, Major General Innls P. 
Swift said today critics of the use- 
fullness of horse cavalry forgot 
that the U. S. Army might be 
called upon to fight where its mo- 
tor trucks couldn't carry troops. 
In that case, he said, the cavalry 


would mop up after bombing planes 
and armored divisions. 


"A prime function of the horse 
cavalry, with the necessary mech- 
anized elements in it," the tart,, 
white-haired veteran of the saddle 
said, "Is to go where our heavy 
trucks can't 
take our 
infantry 
quickly. 


"I can show you hundreds of 
miles of It here," he added during 
a brief trip over the huge cavalry 
training center, headquarters of 
the First Division near El Paso 
and within sight of Old Mexico. 
He demonstrated by driving his 


own car, a moderate weight sedan, 
off a little-used trail in the sand 
and it could pull no farther. Troop 
carriers are tons heavier, and most 
of them without caterpillar tracks 
that enable tanks to traverse such 
terrain. 


"The German army has equipped 


itself for war In particular spots 
and In every place their objectives 


have been reachable by familiar 
road nets," General Swift said. "If 
we have to fight we might not be 
able to pick our place and we have 
to be prepared for everything." 


Stretching south of the border 


for hundreds of miles was mes 
quite-covered, duned desert—with 
only one-main highway and that 
not in sight. It was not difficult 
to speculate 
on the possibility— 


however remote—of a well-equip- 
ped army, having gained control 
of friendly Mexico, driving toward 
El Paso. There Is similar terrain, 
he said, In Africa, Syria, Lebanon 
and Palestine.

Supplementing the 
brief com- 


munique, the Berlin radio declared 
that Nazi troops driving toward 
Leningrad had gained new ground 
after wrecking Soviet bunkers and 
scattering Red army forces. 


North of the Plnsk marshes, the 


radio asserted, German 
invasion 


columns moved forward on a broad 
front across the Dnepr River and 
the upper reaches of the Dvina 
River after breaking through the 
Stalin line. 
Outrages Charged. 


A Soviet communique, reporting 


an overnight lull in the fighting, 
said thai ."torturers of the med- 
ieval inquisltioners pale before the 
outrages perpetrated by the Hit- 
lerian bandits." 


The communique asserted that 


every fifth resident of a Soviet vil- 
lage, women and children included, 
was shot when they refused to in- 
form the Germans of guerrilla ac- 
tivities. 


The German fuehrer's headquart- 


ers said Finnish troops had opened 
an attack in Karelia, on both sides 
of Lake Ladoga, in the sector clos- 
est to Leningrad. 


"The main strength of the pow- 


erful Soviet army is broken," as- 
serted DNB, the official German 
news agency, reporting also that 
Nazi blitzkrieg legions had slashed 
through the main Stalin line de- 
fenses "at the decisive points," 


Dispatches from Ankara, Tur- 


key, reported that Soviet govern- 
m'erft officials were preparing to 
move from Moscow, although the 
Germans are still some 300 miles 
from the Red capital, and that the 
British mission had already trans- 
ferred to Gorki, 250 miles east. 


No Major Fighting. 


By contrast, the Russians, after 


reporting that the 2,000-milo front 
was aflame with a series of gigan- 
tic new battles over the week-end, 
declared in this morning's com- 
munique that no major 
fighting 


took place during the night and 
that there had been no signifi- 
cant changes in the struggle In the 
last several hours. 


In London, authoritative quart- 
ers said the Nazi drive toward Len- 
ingrad was "thja most dangerous," 
but that Berlin claims of huge 
gains were regarded -as "extrava- 
gant." 


The German-controlled 
Holland 
radio said tho fall of Kiev, the Uk- 
raine capital, was "to be expected 
at any moment." 


Jubilantly, Propaganda Minister 
Paul Joseph Goebbels proclaimed 
to the German public through press 
and radio that "there is no salva- 
tion for the Soviet armies...The 
decision In the East has already 
been attained." 


As for a separate peace 'with 


Russia, the Germans made It clear 
that there could be no question of 
compromise. 
The reich, 
It was 


said, had a mandate from all Eu- 
rope to liquidate Bolshevism. 


Defensive Area Stormed. 


Nazi 
military 
dispatches

that In storming across the stra- 
teg'ic Dnepr River, on the central 
front guarding Moscow, German 
troops had encountered a power- 
ful Soviet defense sector,

redoubts 


and pillboxes, and further guarded

streams. German engineers swarm- 
ed into the boglands wearing snow-
